Rochester, Aug. 4.—The meeting of 
the American Public H ealth associa­ 
tion which is scheduled tor this city 
for the week of September t> in many 
aspects is a meeting of extraordinaryJ 
significance. 
It is not only the forty- 
t hi rd annual convention of the health 
as- )ci8'ion, but it is also the fifteenth 
annual conference of the sanitary of­ 
ficers of New York stat«, and a meet­ 
ing of the State Sanitary Officers’ as­ 
sociation. 
The American Public Health asso­ 
ciation comes here on the invitation 
of the Rochester Public Health as­ 
sociation, although 
it is 
really the 
guest of the whole state, as is indi­ 
cated by the announcement of Dr. 
Herrman M. Biggs, state commission­ 
e r of health. 
The preliminary announcement or 
the health association calls attention 
to the serious responsibilities placed 
on health workers by the European 
war. 
“Hitherto our call has been simply 
a stirring metaphor appealing for re­ 
newed activity and aggressiveness in 
the never-ending warfare against dis­ 
ease,’’ says Prof. W illiam T. Sedg­ 
wick, of Boston, 
president 
of the 
American Public Health association. 
“This year—likely to be forever—It 
becom es a warning for preparation 
and defense, as well as for renewed 
activity looking toward ultimate pre­ 
vention. 
• This year we m ust beseech all the 
Am ericans to prepare to deal witn 
unusual invasions of minute, m ostly 
invisible, but often multitudinous and 
powerful enemies. 
We must defend 
American cities and American home« 
against typhus as well as typhoid, ^ 
against Asiatic cholera 
as 
well a» 
smallpox, and against bubonic plague 
as 
as 
dysentery. 
Meanwhile, 
cancer and inanition, poverty and un­ 
employment, gluttony and intemper- 
anc» 
un leaulmess, bad air and per­ 
verted app* tites will not abate, but 
rather i x acerbate their activities be­ 
cause o! war and its evil influence 
upon public health. 
“ While, therefore, we hope to re­ 
main neutral witnesses of those titan­ 
ic 
convulsions of human nature de­ 
vastating Europe, we m ust be more 
than ever ready to bear arms and go 
to war 
>ut, happily, in a campaign 
not detested but universally applaud­ 
ed.
